COAL ECONOMY IS 
NEEDED IN HOME 


WASHINGTON. 
Sept. 
9.—While 
the average household heating plant 
is reliable, so far as the factor of 
safety is concerned, this 
is not al­ 
ways true iii economy, says the bu­ 
reau of engineering of 
the 
depart­ 
ment of the interior, and in view of a 
possible coal shortage 
this winter, 
the householder will have to be very 
economical in its use. 
The engineering bureau has com­ 
piled a few* facts on coal and fusage 
to aid the public until coal returns to 
normal production. 
The main point 
of the bureau's papers is the need for 
economy in burning coal. 
It has been slated by good author­ 
ity, the paper said, that 25 per cent 
of the coal wasted in home heating 
can be saved. The main point in ec­ 
onomy is cleanliness of the plant as 
soot is an insulator against transfer­ 
ence of heat and must be kept out of 
the furnace and pipes. 
Soft coal demands greater care in 
firing. 
In putting in fresh coal, 
it 
should not cover all the burning sur-

TWO THIRDS OF FUEL 
CROP FOR PECANS 


JEFFERSON CITY. 
Sept. 
15 — 
The Missouri pecan crop for 1922 
indicates 
approximately 
709,000 
pounds upon a present condition of 
65 per cent of a full crop, according 
to a report issued by the federal- 
state crop reporting service issued 
jointly by E. A. Logan and Jewell 
Mayes. 
“The 86,000 bearing 
trees, 
de­ 
ducting 25 per cent not bearing this 
year,” 
the report continues, “will 
average l l pounds per tree. 
How­ 
ever, many of the large trees in the 
M ississippi river bottoms will bear 
a much larger crop than this. 
Pe­ 
cans have suffered som ewhat from 
drought and hot weather, especially 
along the Osage river and the up­ 
per reaches of the Missouri, 
but 
conditions are 
more 
favorable in 
the M ississippi river section, where 
the bulk of Missouri pecans are pro­ 
duced. 
“Georgic, the largest producer of 
cultivated pecans, has a very light 
crop. 
“At St. Genevieve 62 per cent of 
the crop is promised. 
There 
has 
not been a full crop since 1914 in 
this section. 
At Steele there are 75 
per cent on the wild trees; at Hay­ 
ti IOO per cent on two or three hun­ 
dred trees and all seem to be well 
loaded; at W ittenburg 50 per cent; j 
at Rockville along the Osage 
IOO 
per cent; and at Schell City 50 per 
cent with som e trees heavily loaded 
and others not bearing; at Clarks­ 
ville in Pike county, 65 per cent, 
and in Saline county 40 per cent. 
“No pecans have been gathered, 
and prices have not as yet been es­ 
tablished.”

there think that something mysterious is 
going on. 
The other day the New York 
Journal of Commerce said certain things 
which seemed to indicate a revival of the 
hope which it has long cherished that the 
administration would ultimately abandon 
its policy of non-participation in European 
affairs. Now the New York Tribune seems 
to have become possessed of the same idea. 
In fact the Tribune’s Washington 
corre­ 
spondent goes so far as to say that “active 
participation in the settlement of Europe’s 
financial and 
economic 
problems by the 
United States whenever Europe statesmen 
agree that such aid will be effective’’ has 
actually been promised at the white house. 
The Tribune writer continues: 
“President 
Harding’s 
position 
is 
that Europe never can be stabilized 
until the 
indebtedness 
question, in­ 
cluding reparations, has been cleared 
up. 
He believes that the temporary 
suspension of the drastic policy advo­ 
cated by the French, and opposed by 
Lloyd George, will pave the way for a 
calm, intelligent 
survey 
which may 
start Europe back towards normalcy. 
“It was after this idea had been ad­ 
vanced that the white house spokes­ 
man authorized 
the 
statement that 
when Europe’s statesmen reach the 
stage where they agree that America 
can help to bring about a wise settle­ 
ment of Europe’s economic problems, 
America will not hold aloof, but will 
be prepared to cooperate in whatever 
way seems best. 
“Compilation of scientific data, it was 
said, treating the whole question on 
the basis of fact rather than passion, 
undoubtedly will provide the begin­ 
ning of the end of Europe’s troubles. 
“Another prerequisite toward stabili­ 
zation, from the standpoint of Presi­ 
dent Harding, is the readjustment of 
Germany’s outside indebtedness to a 
point that can be paid. This is said to 
be under consideration now. 
In the 
attitude outlined, the president sub­ 
stantially takes the same attitude that 
Premier David Lloyd George of Great 
Britain has in dealing with the repa­ 
rations question. 
“Therefore, if an international secono- 
mic, and not political, 
conference is 
called after all this debris has been 
cleared away and it is possible to settle 
down to a discussion of the fundamen­ 
tal causes of Europe’s distress and 
remedies therefor, this government 
gladly will join in making it a success 
and putting the old world as well as 
the entire globe on its feet.” 
If there is any truth t othese statements 
the people of this country and the world 
will rejoice over the fact that we at last 
have determined to do the work that for 
four years humanity has demanded of us. 
With conditions as they are in Europe 
now, nothing but the influence and assist­ 
ance of this nation can avert another war. 
And with that influence and assistance ex­ 
erted in the right way it may safely be pre­ 
dicted that speedy tranquility will succeed 
the turmoil and distress 
now 
prevailing. 
Let us hope therefore that the rumors from 
Washington are based upon facts.

The Medical Review of Review’s has com­ 
pleted a survey among the physicians of 
the country to ascertain whether it is pre­ 
ferable to start the day with a heavy break­ 
fast, followed by a light luncheon, or to 
proceed on the “no breakfast’’ or “coffe 
and rolls” plan, developing a midday appe­ 
tite subsequently. 
Physicians and health commissioners in 
forty-six states were overwhelmingly in fa -1 
vor of the heavy breakfast.

13 per cent w ere opposed to it, and 12 per 
cent w*ere inconclusive in their answers. 
Eleven of the doctors pointed out that it 
is advisable to eat w*ell in the morning, be-I 
cause after a night’s rest the digestive ap-, 
paratus is in good working order, and the | 
system is in need of fuel with which to startj 
the day’s activities.

many folk who had held to the old ortho- ! 
dox view’ that a piece of toast and a cup 
of coffee are all the digestive organs ought; 
to be burdened with in the morning. 
Many doctors seem to believe that if a 
man wanted to eat pie, etc., for breakfast, ; 
he should be allowed to do so. This is com -} 
plimentary to the liberality of American 
doctors. 
It appears the majority of them 
have discarded the hide-bound view that; 
unless strict formulary 
eating 
programs 
are followed the individual’s days on earth j 
are numbered. 
The opinion that if a man craves ham j 
hock and lima beans, 
Camembert cheese 
and gooseberry pie for breakfast he should 
have them, apparently sounds the death) 
knell of the old idea that unless he is ultra- 
finical in w’hat he eats, he will soon be 
hustled away to the graveyard. 
The result of this survey is good new’s. It 
will go far toward the complete emancipa­ 
tion of the American appetite w’hich is now 
incumbered by much physiological dogma.

Though outwardly the lives 
of the people were correct, the prophet 
pointed out the sins of a corrupt priest­ 
hood, mixed marriages and a failure to 
pay tithes. 
I. Israel’s Base Ingratitude (1:1-5). 
God approached them with the ten­ 
der affirmation “I have loved you.” It 
was the prophet’s burden to declare 
this fact unto them (v. I). So formal 
and worldly were the people that they 
failed to see God’s hand upon them. 
The attitude of Israel to God Is shown 
In the skeptical Insinuation “Wherein 
hast Ihou loved us? 
The prophet 
answers this by showing God’s choice 
of Jacob and His passing by Esau; His 
destruction of Edom and saving Israel 
II. 
God's Severe Indictment (1:6- 
2:17). 
I. 
Against the Priests (1:6-2, 9). 
They were guilty (I) of profanity 
(1 :6). Their profanity was in despis­ 
ing the name of God. To fall to honor 
God is to be profane. 
To use His 
name in any unreal way Is to be thus 
guilty. (2) Sacrilege (vv. 7, 8). Their 
sacrilegious act was In offering pol­ 
luted bread and blemished sacrifices. 
To bring such offerings to an earthly 
ruler would be a gross Insult.
